We  further  protest  against  the  action  of  this  meeting  allowing  the 
said  J.  C.  Wooten  to  represent  as  proxy,  and  cast  the  vote  of  various 
persons,  amounting  to  335  votes,  it  appearing  from  the  vote  on  said 
motion  that  it  would  have  been  decided  in  the  negative,  if  the  said 
Wooten  had  not  been  allowed  to  cast  335  contested  votes  claimed  by 
him  as  proxy,  in  favor  of  the  motion  allowing  him  to  represent  its  stock 
and  cast  said  vote.

REPORT. 

To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  &  North    Carolina 

Bail  Road  : 
Gentlemen: — 

In  submitting  to  you  for  your  consideration 
the  Twenty-Ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  operations  of  the 
Atlantic  &  North  Carolina  Rail  Road  Company,  for  the 
year  ending  May  31st,  1883,  it  may  be  deemed  unneces- 
sary to  add  anything  to  the  lengthy  reports  hereunto 
annexed,  as  they  will  supply  you  with  all  the  information 
now  in  our  possession  or  that  you  may  require,  to  under- 
stand fully  the  present  condition  of  your  Road.  But  under 
existing  circumstances  we  wish  to  say  it  will  be  recol- 
lected that  at  your  last  annual  meeting,  the  Board  of 
Directors  had  serious  doubt,  as  to  the  ability  of  the  lessee 
to  comply  with  the  contract  of  lease.  Therefore  your  at- 
tention was  called  to  the  matter,  and  after  lengthy  con- 
sideration of  the  same  you  adjourned  to  meet  at  Morehead 
City  on  September  28th,  1882.  Notwithstanding  it  was 
then  believed  that  some  of  the  prominent  members  of 
what  is  known  as  the  "Boston  Syndicate*'  were  specula- 
tors, yet  there  were  Northern  gentlemen  connected  with 
it,  that  undoubtedly  had  given  their  money  in  large  sums 
for  permanent  and  honest  investment  in  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  which  they  believed  and  desired  should 
benefit  all  interested.  His  Excellency  Governor  Jarvis 
believing  this  to  be  so,  and  desiring  to  prove  to  Northern 
capitalists  an  unmistakable  action  that  he  would  encour- 
age in  every  way  in  his  power  the  investment  of  their 
money  in  our  midst  and  protect  the  same  when  invested, 
caused  a  further  adjournment  of  the  Stockholders  for 
thirty  days,  to  give  the  lessee  additional  time  before  de- 
claring a  forfeiture  of  lease. 

The  Stockholders  met  in  Goldsboro  on  Nov.  10th,  1882. 
There,  after  the  unanimous  recommendation  of  a  commit- 
tee of  seven,  previously  appointed,  and  by  an  almost 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Stockholders,  excepting  that  held 
by  the  "Boston  Construction"  Company,  the  declaration 
of  forfeiture  was  made,  and  the  President  was  instructed 
to  take  such  action  as  might  be  necessary  to  gain  posses- 
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'sion  of  your  Road.  Even  after  this  leniency  on  your 
part,  by  request  of  His  Excellency  Governor  Jarvis,  who 
still  had  a  lingering  hope  that  the  "Midland  Railway 
Company"  might  be  induced  at  least  to  lay  down  the 
rails  then  at  Morehead  City,  and  thereby  give  us  fifty 
miles  of  new  Road  in  the  State,  which  was  the  object  of 
his  supporting  the  lease  in  the  first  instance,  otherwise 
he  would  have  advocated,  if  leased  at  all,  that  the  Road 
should  go  to  the  highest  bidder,  thirty  days  more  were 
allowed  to  elapse  before  active  proceedings  were  taken 
to  gain  possession  of  the  Road.  In  the  meantime,  having 
no  assurance  of  the  fulfillment  of  the  contract,  in  fact, 
after  an  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Board  to  communicate 
with  the  officers  of  the  M.  N.  C.  Ry.  Co.,  no  reply  being 
received  as  to  their  further  intentions,  no  alternative  was 
left  but  to  commence  suit,  which  was  done  under  the 
direction  of  the  President,  by  the  Hon.  C.  C.  Clark,  At- 
torney of  the  Company,  and  associate  counsel,  Major 
John  Gatling,  who  conducted  the  same  with  much  vigor 
and  ability  until  the  10th  day  of  March,  1883,  when  His 
Honor  Judge  Phillips,  before  whom  the  action  was  tried, 
in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  declared  his  intention  of  appoint- 
ing a  Receiver,  as  the  rental  was  for  several  months 
overdue,  and  the  Road  was  rapidly  deteriorating  under 
the  management  of  the  "Midland  N.  C.  Railway  Co."  His 
Honor,  however,  postponed  the  appointment  of  a  Receiver 
to  a  future  day,  and  in  the  interim  the  following  consent 
judgment  was  signed:

It  is  this  day  agreed  between  the  parties  plaintiff  and  defendant  in 

the  above-entitled  action  that  John  Gatling,  Esq.,  of  Raleigh,  N.  C  , 

shall  be  appointed  Receiver  in  the  same  according  to  the  prayer  of  the 

complaint.     That  the  said  Receiver  shall,  on  or  before  the  17th  day  of 

March  next,  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk,  a  good  and  sufficient  bond, 
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to  be  approved  by  the  Court,  in  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Thousand 
dollars. 

In  the  meantime  he  shall  not  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties 
as  such  Receiver,  nor  be  responsible  for  the  care  and  custody  of  the 
Railroad  and  property  of  the  plaintiff  before  the  said  17th  day  of  March, 
unless  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  same  is  not  being  cared  for  and  pro- 
tected b}"  the  defendant  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  lease  mentioned 
in  the  complaint. 

If  on  the  said  17th  day  of  March,  the  defendant,  or  anyone  on  its  be- 
half, shall  satisfy  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  plaintiff,  of  the  ability 
of  the  defendant  to  cax-ry  out  the  conditions  and  covenants  of  the  said 
lease  and  the  purposes  expressed  in  the  sixth  paragraph  thereof,  the 
said  Board  of  Directors  shall  immediately  call  a  meeting  of  the  Stock- 
holders of  the  plaintiff,  to  whom  shall  be  submitted  the  continuance  of 
the  said  lease,  or  any  modification  thereof  which  may  be  desired;  and  the 
action  of  said  Stockholders  continuing  or  modifying  said  lease,  being 
properly  certified  to  this  Court,  this  action  shall  be  dismissed,  and  the 
said  Receiver  shall  thereupon  reinstate  the  defendant  in  the  possession 
of  said  property.  But  if  the  defendant  shall  fail  so  to  satisfy  the 
plaintiff,  the  parties  hereto  shall  at  once  proceed  to  adjust  all  matters 
of  account  between  them  as  upon  a  termination  of  said  lease,  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  the  fifth  section  thereof,  and  both  parties  shall, 
within  five  (5)  days  from  the  said  17th  day  of  March,  file  with  the 
Receiver  the  names  of  Experts  selected  by  them  respectively,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  said  fifth  section,  and  in  case  either  party  shall  fail 
to  file  with  said  Receiver,  within  the  said  period  of  five  (5)  days  the 
name  of  the  Expert  selected  by  it,  the  Receiver  shall  select  such  Ex- 
pert, in  behalf  of  the  party  so  failing.  In  case  of  disagreement  between 
the  Experts,  they  shall  have  power  to  select  an  Umpire,  the  decision  of  a 
majority  of  those  so  chosen  to  be  final.  But  if  the  Experts  shall  be  unable 
to  agree  upon  an  Umpire,  or  for  any  reason  shall  fail  to  choose  such  Um- 
pire for  two  (2)  days,  the  Receiver  shall  make  such  choice.  The  report 
of  the  Experts  shall  be  filed  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  their  appoint- 
ment, in  this  Court,  and  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  a  judgment 
of  this  Court,  and  upon  being  so  filed  the  said  Receiver  shall  at'  once 
turn  over  to  the  plaintiff  the  said  Road  and  property.  In  the  meantime 
all  further  legal  proceedings  shall  be  suspended.

Whereupon  by  consent  of  parties  it  is  ordered  and  adjudged  by  the 
Court  that  the  said  written  agreement  and  every  part  thereof  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  made  the  order  and  judgment  of  this  Court,  and 
the  said  Receiver  immediately  upon  taking  possession  of  said  Railroad 
and  property,  will  file  in  the  office  of  this  Court  a  full  and  perfect  in- 
ventory of  all  said  property,   which  shall  come  into  his  hands  under 
this  order,  setting  forth  the  articles  which  compose  the  same  and  the 
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value  and  condition  of  said  ai-ticles,  and  he  will  thereafter  make  to 
this  Court  quarter-yearly  reports  of  all  his  actings  and  doings  as  such 
Receiver.

The  Receiver  qualified  and  entered  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office  on  the  19th  day  of  March,  1883,  and  within  the 
time  prescribed  in  the  judgment,  Gen.  W.  G.  Lewis  was 
appointed  an  expert  on  the  part  of  the  A.  &  N.  C.  R.  R. 
Co.,  and  Col.  J.  B.  Yates  was  selected  as  expert  by  the 
M.  N.  C.  Railway  Co.,  and  commenced  an  examination 
of  the  Road  and  an  inventory  of  the  property  of  the  Com- 
pany. This  was  carried  on  for  several  days  when  it  was 
ascertained  that  the  experts  could  not  agree  as  to  the 
condition  of  the  Road,  the  value  of  the  property,  or  the 
selection  of  an  Umpire.  The  duty  of  choosing  an  Umpire 
devolved  upon  the  Receiver,  who  selected  Captain  S.  H. 
Gray,  and  on  the  5th  day  of  May,  1883,  the  Umpire  and 
one  of  the  experts  made  the  subjoined  report,  which 
under  the  judgment  is  final:

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However  much  we  may  regret  that  you  in  our  opinion 
were  unjustly  sufferers  by  their  decision,  as  far  as  it  was 
in  his  power.  His  Honor  Judge  Phillips  did  rectify  the 
error,  and  in  simple  justice  to  you.  during  the  last  term  of 
Craven  Superior  Court,  allowed  the  full  amount  of  rental 
due  up  to  the  period  of  the  surrender  of  the  Road  by  the 
lessee,  with  interest  on  the  rent  due  from  the  first  day  of 
January,  1883,  and  also  made  the  defendant  liable  for  the 
costs  of  suit.

care  and  custody  of  said  Bonds,  by  the  National  Bank  of  New  Berne  as 
depository  thereof,  and  which  is  allowed  said  Bank,  and  forthwith  sell 
the  same,  or  a  sufficiency  thereof  in  the  manner  most  promotive  of  the 
interest  of  the  parties,  and  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  satisfaction  and 
payment  of  said  amount  and  said  interest,  so  recovered  as  aforesaid  and 
costs  of  this  action,  holding  the  balance,  if  any,  subject  to  all  subse- 
quent liens  and  the  further  order  of  this  Court.

It  will  be  observed  that  there  is  a  difference  in  the 
majority  report  and  the  minority  report  of  the  Experts 
of  $37,001.70'.  It  seems  that  one  distinguished  Engineer 
could  at  any  rate  find  deterioration  on  a  Road  operated 
two  years  with  scarcely  any  repairs,  and  but  three-quar- 
ters of  a  mile  of  renewal  of  the  rails,  and  could  also  find 
timbers  in  one  of  the  longest  bridges  in  the  State  so  much 
decayed,  that  it  seemed  a  miracle  that  a  train  could  ever 
have  passed  over  it  and  not  have  been  engulfed  in  a 
broad  and  deep  river. 

Newbern,  N.  C,  April  19,  1883. 
To  Major  JOHN  GATLING,  Receiver,  &c. : 

Dear  Sir: — Having  been  appointed  Expert  by  the  A.  &  N.  C.  R.  R. 
Co..  under  order  of  the  judgment  of  His  Honor  Judge  Phillips,  in  case 
A.  &  N.  C.  R.  R.  Co.  vs  Midland  N  C.  R.  R  ,  and  Col.  J.  B.  Yates 
having  been  appointed  on  behalf  of  the  Midland  N.  C.  R.  R.  Co.,  to 
adjust  all  matters  of  account  between  the  parties,  as  upon  a  termina- 
tion of  said  lease,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  5th  section  thereof, 
we  commenced  the  inventory  and  examination  on  the  26th  of  March, 
1883,  as  required  by  said  5th  section.  We  traveled  over  the  entire 
length  of  the  Road  and  made  careful  examination  and  inventory  of  same. 

Col.  Yates  and  myself  not  being  able  to  agree,  Capt.  S.  H.  Gray  was 
appointed  Umpire  as  directed  by  said  judgment  of  Judge  Phillips.  The 
Umpire  also  traveled  over  the  Road  with  the  Experts.  In  order  that 
the  Umpire  may  decide  between  us,  both  Experts  have  filed  a  copy  of 
their  report  with  him.  In  arriving  at  the  conclusion  reached  in  this 
report,  I  ascertained  as  near  as  possible  the  value  of  the  A.  &  N.  C.  R. 
R.  at  the  time  of  lease  to  the  Midland  N.  C.  R.  R  ,  and  its  comparative 
value  at  termination  of  same  This  information  was  obtained  from  the 
report  of  Experts  Harding  and  Yates,  made  at  the  time  of  lease,  and 
also  from  the  reports  of  Presidents  Hughes  and  Whitford,  and  from 
the  Road  Master  and  Master  Machinist — a  close  inspection  and  inven- 
tory made  at  the  expiration  of  the  lease.  I  am  satisfied  of  their  cor- 
rectness. 

I  find  nothing  in  the  lease,   which  justified  an  inventory  of  new 
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houses,  cars,  etc.,  built  by  the  Midland  N.  C.  R.  R.  Co.,  and  have  conse- 
quently not  included  them  in  this  report. 

The  No.  14  [miscellaneous]  is  a  valuation  in  dollars  and  cents  of  dete- 
rioration in  cross-ties  and  road-bed  since  the  date  of  the  lease,  and  not 
having  been  valued  in  report  of  Experts  Harding  and  Yates,  must  of 
course  be  added  to  their  footing  in  dollars  and  cents  in  order  to  obtain  a 
correct  balance  sheet.  I  assure  you  that  great  care  and  much  thought 
have  been  bestowed  on  this  work— that  I  have  put  down  my  conclusions 
to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief. 

It  is  well  known  that  all  R.  R.  property  decreases  in  value  from  use 
and  decay  of  time  in  spite  of  repairs,  unless  new  material  and  new 
structures  are  promptly  used  to  replace  old  ones,  otherwise  the  life  of 
Locomotives,  Rolling  stock,  Bridges,  House  furniture,  etc.,  would  be 
eternal.  It  is  also  known  that  while  repairs  are  going  on,  a  general 
decay  continues,  which  of  course  should  be  considered  in  a  comparative 
report  as  this  is.  Hoping  the  conclusions  reached  in  this  report  will 
be  satisfactory  to  all  partes  concerned,

John  Gatling,  who  by  a  consent  judgment  filed  in  the  above  entitled 
action,  was  appointed  Receiver  of  the  Road  and  property  of  the  plaintiff 
corporation,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  judgment, 
respectfully  reports  to  the  Court : 

That  he  took  the  said  Road  and  property  into  his  possession  on  the  19th 
day  of  March,  1883,  and  so  soon  as  was  practicable  caused  to  be  made 
an  inventory  of  said  Road  and  property  which  is  filed  herewith,  marked 
A,  and  which  was  made  for  him  by  the  Experts  selected  under  said 
judgment.  The  Receiver  finds,  however,  that  the  said  inventory  was 
not  strictly  accurrate  in  several  respects,  which  have  been  marked  in  red 
ink  upon  the  same.  He  especially  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
said  Experts  inventory  as  the  property  of  the  plaintiff  12,150  feet  of 
dressed  pine  which  proved  to  be  in  fact,  the  property  of  the   defendant 
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and  lias  been  levied  on  and  sold  by  the  creditors  of  the  defendants ;  and 
they  omit  to  inventory  one  shanty  car,  No.  1,  and  one  flat  car,  No.  57. 
He  deemed  it  advisable  by  reason  of  the  shortness  of  his  tenure  of 
office,  to  make  as  few  changes  in  the  officers  and  employees  of  the 
Road  as  possible.  J.  W.  Andrews,  who  was  Superintendent  of  the 
Midland  North  Carolina  Railway  Company,  having  resigned  that  posi- 
tion, Jas.  A.  Bryan,  Esq.,  of  Newbern,  was  appointed  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina  Railroad,  to  whose  activity  and  zeal 
the  Receiver  is  largely  indebted.  With  the  exception  of  discharging 
some  employees  who  were  deemed  to  be  unnecessary,  and  whose  dis- 
cbarge amounted  to  a  saving  of  several  hundred  dollars  per  month,  this 
was  the  only  change  made. 

On  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  the  Receiver  finding  himself 
entirely  witbout  funds,  after  consultation  with  his  counsel,  Messrs. 
Clark  &  Clark,  of  Newbern,  thought  best  to  borrow  from  the  National 
Bank  of  New-Berne  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000)  for  the  pe- 
riod of  thirty  (30)  days,  in  order  to  be  prepared  to  meet  any  contingency 
which  might  arise  in  the  operations  of  said  Road.  For  this  loan,  only 
obtained  on  his  individual  guaranty  of  repayment,  he  was  compelled 
to  pay  one  per  cent.,  or  ten  dollars  for  the  said  period  of  thirty  (30)  days, 
and  the  loan  was  repaid  at  the  end  of  that  time  without  having  been 
used. 

The  Receiver  found  no  wood  at  all  which  could  be  turned  over  to  him 
by  the  defendant  corporation.  There  was  along  the  line  of  the  Road 
many  hundred  cords  of  wood  which  has  been  inspected  but  not  paid 
for,  whereupon,  by  the  advice  of  his  said  counsel,  he  entered  into  an 
agreement  in  writing,  a  copy  of  which  is  filed  herewith,  marked  B,  with 
the  said  defendant  whereby  he  assumed  the  payment  of  the  said  wood 
and  has  paid  for  822  cords. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  real  condition  of  the  Road  as  to  safety  of 
travel  and  of  transportation,  in  addition  to  the  report  of  the  Road 
Master,  H.  Murdock,  Esq.,  the  Receiver  employed  Gen.  W.  G.  Lewis,  a 
Civil  Engineer  by  profession,  at  the  price  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100) 
to  examine  and  report  upon  the  same.  The  said  report  is  filed  here- 
with, marked  C.  In  consequence  thereof,  some  slight  repairs  were  made 
upon  the  bridge  over  the  Neuse  river,  and  orders  for  lumber  given  to 
make  such  further  repairs  as  were  recommended  by  the  said  Engineer, 
and  every  effort  was  made  to  procure  and  put  into  the  Road  as  rapidly 
as  possible  the  necessary  cross  ties.  The  Receiver,  however,  only  suc- 
ceeded in  purchasing  sixteen  hundred  and  twenty  six  (1626)  cross  ties, 
of  which  one  thousand  and  forty-two  (1042)  were  put  into  the  Road  by 
him. 

During  his  administration  the  Receiver  required  his  Treasurer  to 
make  to  him  daily  reports  of  all  cash  received  during  the  day,  which 
cash  reports  were  examined  and  verified  by  the  General  Book-Keeper 
and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent.  All  cash  received  was 
required  to  be  immediately  deposited  in  bank,  an  entry  being  made 
upon  the  pass  book,  showing  in  every  instance  the  sources  from  which 
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the  cash  was  derived,  and  the  bank  was  instructed  in  writing  to  pay  no 
check  unless  drawn  by  the  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

The  accompanying  account  marked  D,  shows  the  amount  of  cash  ac- 
tually received,  together  with  the  disposition  of  the  same.  The  debit  side 
of  this  account  is  made  up  from  the  daily  verified  cash  reports  hereinbe- 
fore referred  to,  numbered  in  order  and  herewith  filed.  The  credit  side 
is  made  up  from  the  receipted  vouchers,  verified  by  the  Book-Keeper  and 
approved  by  the  Superintendent ;  they  are  likewise  numbered  in  their 
order  and  filed  with  said  account. 

The  Receiver  is  not  able  at  this  time  to  report  to  the  Court  the  actual 
earnings  of  the  Road  during  his  administration,  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  settlements  with  connecting  lines,  with  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment, and  with  the  Southern  Express  Company  are  made  at  stated 
intervals  only,  and  the  periods  of  settlements  having  not  yet  arrived ; 
and  there  are  also  still  in  the  hands  of  Agents  small  sums  of  uncollect- 
ed freights.  There  are  now  outstanding  some  few  unpaid  claims  against 
him,  and  there  is  an  action  pending  for  damages  on  account  of  the  killing 
of  a  horse. 

The  Receiver  is  likewise  unable,  for  the  reasons  set  forth  above,  to 
report  at  this  time,  a  distributed  summary  of  the  earnings  and  disburse- 
ments. 

These  reports  will  be  made  to  the  next  term  of  the  Court. 

The  Receiver  delivered  the  said  Road  and. property  to  its  owner  the 
plaintiff  corporation  on  the  13th  day  of  May,  1883.  At  that  time  there 
was  due  to  the  officers  and  employees  their  salaries  and  wages  from  the 
1st  to  the  12th  day  of  May,  inclusive,  and  there  was  on  hand  bought  and 
paid  for  by  the  Receiver : —

The  said  Receiver  has  now  on  hand $2,327.55 

There  is  due  him  from  the  Southern  Express  Company 

up  to  the  1st  day  of  May,  1883, 65.89 

The  amount  due  by  said  Southern  Express  Company  from  the  1st  of 
May  to  the  12th  of  May,  1883,  inclusive,   cannot  now  be  stated  for  the 
reasons  above  set  forth. 
There  is  due  him  from  the  U.  S.  mail  service,  $171.20 
There  is  due  him  from  the  Agents  of  the  Road  small  sums  which  cannot 
now  be  reported  for  the  reasons  above  given. 

There  is  due  him  from  connecting  lines  an  amount  which  cannot  now 
be  estimated  for  the  reasons  given  above. 

At  the  time  the  Receiver  took  charge  of  said  Road  and  property,  the 
garden  farmers  along  the  line  of  the  said  Road  were  getting  ready  to

begin  shipments  of  their  vegetables.  In  order  to  obtain  the  most  favor- 
able rates  and  expeditious  transportation  for  the  same,  he  employed  Mr. 
Washington  Bryan,  of  Newbern,  to  visit  the  city  of  Wilmington,  in  or- 
der to  confer  with  the  authorities  of  the  W.  &  W.  R.  R.  to  see  what 
could  be  done  hi  that  behalf.  For  this  service  he  paid  Mr.  Bryan  $19.25. 
The  service  rendered  by  him  was  exceedingly  satisfactory  and  resulted 
in  obtaining  the  rates  and  schedule  which  the  said  garden  farmers  had 
asked  for.  A  copy  of  Mr.  Bryan's  report  on  this  matter  marked  E,  is 
herewith  filed. 

The  Receiver  prays  the  Court  to  order  the  said  accounts  to  be  audited 
and  approved  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Court. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Receiver  addressed  the  following  note  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Company  on  the  10th  of  May,  1883  : 
Col.  JNO.  D  WHITFORD,  President  A.  &  N.  C.  B.  R.  Co.  : 

My  Deab  Col.  : — I  am  informed  that  the  Report  of  the  Experts  se- 
lected in  the  suit  of  the  A.  &  N.  C.  R.  R.  Co.  vs  the  Midland  N.  C.  R.  R. 
Co.  has  been  filed.  According  to  the  judgment  in  the  case  it  becomes 
my  duty  to  turn  over  the  Road  to  your  Company.  Please  convene  your 
Board  of  Directors  at  the  earliest  time  convenient  so  that  I  may  discharge 
this  duty.  Yours  truly, 

JOHN  GATLING. 

The  Board  of  Directors  met  on  the  12th  of  May,  and 
that  night  had  control  again  of  your  Road.  We  at  once 
directed  all  possible  improvement  on  the  Road  to  be  made, 
and  we  are  gratified  to  have  it  in  our  power  to  state  that 
in  a  few  days  we  were  enabled  to  reduce  the  schedule  one 
hour  over  the  line  and  have  so  far  run  it  successfully, 
making  all  connections  with  certainty. 

By  comparison  of  the  Expenses  of  the  Road  at  this  time 
and  when  it  was  leased  two  years  ago,  then  with  double 
the  business,  it  will  be  seen  that  they  have  increased 
about  $800  per  month,  or  $10,000  per  year.  This  can  be 
curtailed,  and  should  be  with  the  commencement  of  this 
fiscal  year.  There  is  an  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
now  to  have  it  done,  and  an  arrangement  is  being  made 
to  see  it  carried  out.  It  will  be  seen  upon  examination 
that  the  receipts  of  the  Road  have  fallen  to  about  where 
they  were  when  the  present  management  commenced 
operating  it  in  1879.  We  trust  that  they  can  be  again 
increased  and  the  Road  improved  as  heretofore.  With 
experienced  managers  we  are  satisfied  such  would  be  the 
result.     The  Governor  of  the  State  is  determined  so  far 
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as  it  may  devolve  upon  him,  to  see  the  rates  of  freight 
over  this  Road  reasonable,  and  that  we  shall  not  suffer  by 
unjust  opposition  of  connecting  Roads.  We  are  gratified 
to  state,  however,  that  we  believe  there  would  be  no  reason 
to  complain  of  connecting  lines  if  there  were  permanent 
management  under  the  control  of  the  Stockholders  on  this 
Road.  The  statement  of  the  Earnings  and  Expenses  of 
the  General  Book-Keeper,  Mr.  S.  L.  Dill,  is  herewith  fur- 
nished you  for  the  short  period  we  have  operated  the 
Road,  nineteen  days.  This  officer  has  had  much  put 
upon  him  in  consequence  of  his  experience  and  efficiency, 
during  the  management  of  the  Receiver,  as  well  as  during 
the  time  of  the  present  management  of  the  Road.  He 
has  at  all  times  worked  faithfully  and  cheerfully,  and  it 
gives  us  great  pleasure  to  thus  recommend  him  to  you.

The  report  of  the  Committee  of  Finance,  connected 
with  that  of  the  Treasurer,  will  show  you  that  that  faith- 
ful officer  is  still  deserving  of  our  and  your  praise.  We 
could  not  say  less ;  to  add  more  would  be  unnecessary. 
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By  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  President  bor- 
rowed from  the  Bank  of  New  Hanover,  at  Goldsboro, 
$8,000  to  pay  the  semi-annual  interest  due  on  the  mort- 
gage bonds  1st  January,  1883.  This  amount  was  loaned 
for  thirty  days  at  the  rate  of  8  per  cent,  per  annum,  with 
the  privilege  of  renewing  if  we  did  not  succeed  in  getting 
through  the  Court  the  bonds,  $40,000,  deposited  in  the 
New  Berne  National  Bank,  to  secure  the  payment  of  the 
rent  of  the  Road.  This  favor  we  appreciate,  and  was 
gratified  to  learn,  and  to  inform  you  that  Mr.  E.  B. 
Borden,  President  of  the  Bank  of  New  Hanover,  was  ap- 
pointed by  His  Honor  Judge  Phillips,  Commissioner  to 
sell  the  bonds  and  pay  our  debt. 

It  is  now  known  the  amount,  with  the  prices  that  can 
be  obtained,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  judgment  inclu- 
sive of  the  costs  of  the  action.  At.any  rate  the  compe- 
tency and  experience  of  the  Commissioner  is  undoubted, 
and  all  interested  were  fortunate  to  secure  his  services. 
The  inventory  furnished  by  the  Receiver  of  the  Road, 
will  make  known  to  you  what  property  you  possess  at 
this  time.  With  what  care  it  has  been  used  we  cannot 
state,  as  we  have  so  recently  come  in  possession  of  the 
Road.  There  is,  however,  a  car  in  the  shops  entirely  re- 
built, and  very  far  superior  in  finish  in  every  way  to  the 
two  put  on  the  Road  by  the  Midland  N.  C.  Railway  Co., 
and  it  does  great  credit  to  the  Master  Machinist  and  those 
under  him.  It  might  be  proper  to  state  here,  by  the  de- 
cision of  the  Experts  we  lost  the  two  passenger  cars 
referred  to,  with  fifteen  other  cars  of  various  kinds,  some 
of  which  were  built  out  of  the  material  turned  over  by 
this  Company  at  the  date  of  lease.

F.  M.  Simmons,  Chairman  of  the  Lease  Committee,  r  ?- 
ports  that  the  Committee  had  met  last  Friday,  after  n  :> 
tice  had  been  given  to  divers  parties  of  the  time  of  the 
meeting,  and  that  several  propositions  had  been  made. 

Col.  T.  M.  Holt  had  applied  for  a  lease,  and  stated  that 
it  was  the  purpose  of  his  Company  to  secure  the  A.  &  X. 
C.  Railroad  so  as  to  have  an  outlet  to  the  sea;  that  now 
the  Company  could  not  make  any  definite  proposition. 

Col.  L.  W.  Humprey  and  his  associates  this  morning- 
made  a   proposition  to  lease  the  Road  for  ninety-nine 

years,  at  a  rental  of ,  and  to  build  a  road  to  Fayette- 

ville  within  —  years. 

J.  A.  Gray  had  addressed  a  communication  withdraw- 
ing his  proposition  and  giving  his  reasons  therefor,  as 
follows: 

Morehead  City,  July  25th,  1883. 
F.  M.  SIMMONS,  Chairman,  &c: 

Dear  Sir: — At  a  meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  A.  &  N.  C.  Rail- 
road Company,  held  in  this  city  on  the  28th  day  of  June  last,  I  had  the 
honor,  in  behalf  of  myself  and  associates,  to  make  a  proposition  to  the 
Stockholders  for  a  lease  of  their  Road. 

This  proposition  was  made  by  me  in  good  faith,  and  with  an  earnest 
desire  on  my  part  and  those  I  represented,  to  make  such  a  connection 
with  this  Road  as  would  enure  to  the  benefit  of  the  Company,  and  to 
the  development  of  the  interests  of  the  people  of  North  Carolina.  This 
was  to  be  done  by  opening  up  a  route  to  the  seaboard,  by  what  I  con- 
ceived to  be  a  system  of  Roads  that  would  more  rapidly  develop  the 
great  agricultural,  mining,  and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  State 
than  any  other  yet  proposed,  and  at  the  same  time,  I  believe,  enure  to 
the  benefit  of  the  private  Stockholders  of  the  Company. 

This  proposition  was  subsequently  withdrawn  by  me,  for  the  purpose 
of  modification  and  amendment,  with  a  full  purpose  on  my  part,  to  re- 
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new  the  same  at  this  meeting,  on  terms  more  favorable  to  the  Company, 
if  I  thought  it  possible  to  have  the  same  favorably  considered. 

After  mature  reflection  on  my  part,  and  consultation  with  my  friends, 
I  have  thought  that  it  would  be  impossible,  as  this  meeting  is  now  con. 
stituted,  to  have  any  proposition  made  by  me,  looking  to  a  connection 
with  the  system  of  roads  I  represent,  meet  with  any  very  great  favor 
on  the  part  of  those  controlling  the  meeting  of  Stockholders. 

In  addition  to  the  facts  above  set  forth  since  the  last  meeting  of 
Stockholders,  I  have  been  advised  and  informed,  that  the  North  Caro- 
lina Railroad  Company,  owned  in  a  large  part  by  the  State,  expect  to 
make  a  proposition  to  lease  or  purchase  the  A.  &  N,  C.  Railroad. 

This  proposition,  if  made  and  accepted,  would  to  a  great  extent  carry 
out  the  views,  and  make  the  connections  proposed  by  myself  and  asso- 
ciates. We  consider  this  of  such  importance,  that  did  not  the  other 
conditions  above  referred  to  exist,  we  would  not  be  disposed  to  antag- 
onize a  scheme  having  in  view  so  much  of  good  to  the  State. 

Under  these  circumstances  I  have  prepared  no  other  proposition. 

I  thought  it  but  due  to  myself,  and  those  whose  interests  I  represent, 
to  say  this  much  in  explanation  of  why  there  has  been  no  renewal  of 
my  proposition.

This  Indenture,  made  this day  of ,  1883,  between 

the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,  of  the  first  part,  and 
the  Eastern  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,  of  the  second  part, 
Witnesses: — 

I.  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  in  consideration  of  the  covenants 
and  agreements  to  be  performed  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  which 
are  hereinafter  mentioned,  has  demised  and  leased  unto  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  the  entire  Railroad  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  ex- 
tending from  its  terminus  on  Beaufort  Harbor,  North  Carolina,  to  its 
terminus  in  the  town  of  Goldsboro,  being  in  length  ninety-eight  (98) 
miles  or  thereabouts,  together  with  all  the  property  of  every  kind 
whatsoever,  wherever  situate,  connected  with  and  necessary  to  the  use 
and  operation  of  said  Railroad,  and  all  the  privileges  and  immunities 
conferred  upon  the  party  of  the  first  part,  or  enjoyed  by  it  under  and 
by  virtue  of  the  charter  thereof,  and  all  acts  of  the  General  Assembly 
Of  North  Carolina  amendatory  thereto,  for  the  full  term  of  thirty  (30) 

years,  beginning  from  the  date  hereof  and  ending  on  the  day  of 

,  1913. 

II.  That  the  party  of  the  second  part,  in  consideration  of  the  lease 
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aforesaid,  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that  it  will  pay  to  the  party  of 
the  first  part,  as  the  price  of  the  term  aforesaid,  the  sum  of  Thirty-six 
thousand  (36,000)  dollars  per  annum  for  the  first  fifteen  years  of  the 
said  term;  and  the  sum  of  Fifty-four  (54,000)  dollars  for  the  second  fif- 
teen years  of  said  term,  payment  thereof  to  be  made  in  semi-annual 
equal  instalments  on  the  fh>t  clays  of  October  and  April  in  each  year 
during  said  term. 

III.  The  party  of  the  second  part  further  covenants  and  agrees  that 
it  will  at  its  cost  and  expense,  put  upon  said  Road  three  (3)  miles  of 
new  iron  per  annum  during  the  first  ten  years  of  said  term,  and  a  suffi- 
ciency of  new  heart  cross  ties  (not  less  than  30,000  per  annum)  to  put 
and  keep  the  said  Road  in  good  order;  provided  however,  that  the  old 
iron  so  replaced  by  new  shall  be  the  property  of  the  party  of  the  second 
part. 

IV.  The  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  further  covenants  and 
agrees  that  it  will  within  the  period  of  ten  (10)  years  from  the  time  it 
shall  receive  possession  of  said  Road  and  property,  provided  it  shall 
obtain  from  the  General  Assembly,  or  otherwise,  the  power  so  to  do, 
and  it  hereby  binds  itself  to  make  every  reasonable  effort  to  obtain  such 
power;  extend  or  cause  to  be  extended,  by  building  new  Railroad  or 
leasing  the  North  Carolina  Railroad,  the  said  Atlantic  &  North  Caro- 
lina Railroad,  either  to  the  city  of  Raleigh  or  to  some  point  on  the  Cape 
Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley  Railroad,  which  shall  be  deemed  most  advan- 
tageous to  the  interests  of  those  concerned.  In  either  case  the  party  of 
the  second  part  shall  if  it  see  fit  use  the  present  line  of  Railroad  from 
Goldsboro  to  Smitbfield  as  a  part  of  such  extension.  Provided  however, 
if  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  extend  the  Atlantic  &  North  Caro- 
lina Railroad  to  Raleigh  bj  leasing  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  from 
Goldsboro  to  Raleigh,  it  shall  in  that  case  build  or  cause  to  be  built 
new  Railroad  sufficient  to  connect  with  the  said  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin 
Valley  Railroad  as  aforesaid,  such  new  Railroad  to  connect  with  the 
Midland  North  Carolina  Railway  at  Smithfield  or  with  the  Atlantic  & 
North  Carolina  Railroad  at  Goldsboro;  and  provided  further,  that  the 
entire  line  from  Beaufort  Harbor  to  the  point  of  junction  with  the  Cape 
Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley  Railroad  shall  be  controlled  and  operated  by 
the  party  of  the  second  part  as  one  line. 

V.  That  it  is  hereby  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  that  it  will  not  at  any  time  during  the  said  term  make 
any  agreement  or  contract  with  any  other  corporation,  or  with  any 
person  or  persons  whomsoever,  which  may  tend  to  substantially  sup- 
press or  in  any  manner  impair  an  active  and  fair  competition  for 
freights  at  the  town  of  Goldsboro. 

VI.  That  it  is  hereby  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  the  party 
of  the  second  part,  that  during  the  term  aforesaid,  it  will  at  its  own 
cost  and  expense  maintain  and  keep  the  said  Railroad  and  property 
hereby  leased,  in  as  good  condition  as  at  the  date  hereof;  and  at  the 
end  of  said  term  of  thirty  (30)  years,  or  the  more  early  termination  of 
this  lease,  to  return  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  the  said  Railroad  and 
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property  or  like  things  in  as  good  condition  as  when  the  same  were  de- 
livered to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part.  But  the  party  of  the  first 
part  shall  not  be  liable  to  the  party  of  the  second  part  for  any  improve- 
ment made  upon  the  road-bed  and  superstructure  of  said  Railroad. 

VII.  That  it  is  hereby  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  the  party 
of  the  second  part,  that  it  will  hereafter,  during  the  said  lease,  pay  all 
expenses  incurred  on  account  of  said  Railroad  and  property,  and  will 
also  pay  and  discharge  all  damages  which  may  be  recovered  against 
the  party  of  the  first  part  for  injury  to  person  or  property,  or  for  any 
negligence,  or  breach  of  duty  as  carriers  or  warehousemen;  and  in  all 
respects  will  save  harmless  the  party  of  the  first  part  against  all  dam- 
ages, losses  and  penalties  which  may  be  incurred  by  the  operation  and 
management  of  said  Railroad  during  the  said  term.  But  the  party  of 
the  second  part  shall  not  be  required  to  make  good  any  damage  done  to 
the  said  Railroad  by  the  act  of  God  or  the  public  enemy.  But  if  the 
party  of  the  second  part  shall  repair  said  Railroad,  or  replace  the  said 
property  so  injured  or  destroyed,  it  shall  not  entitle  the  party  of  the 
second  part  to  claim  any  compensation  therefor  from  the  party  of  the 
first  part. 

VIII.  That  it  is  hereby  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  the  party 
of  the  second  part  that  it  shall  not  assign  nor  mortgage  this  lease,  nor 
sub-let  the  said  Railroad  and  property  without  having  first  obtained  the 
consent  thereto  of  the  State's  proxy  and  of  a  majority  of  the  private 
stock. 

IX.  That  it  is  hereby  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  that  it  will  continue  all  courtesies  heretofore  allowed 
and  extended  to  the  officers,  ex-officers  and  stockholders  of  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  and  that  it  will  make  diligent  effort  to  obtain  such 
courtesies  from  other  Railroad  companies. 

X.  That  it  is  hereby  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  that  it  will  deposit  and  keep  on  deposit,  during  the 
said  term,  in  some  bank  to  be  agreed  on  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  party  of  the  first  part,  the  sum  of  Fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars, 
in  the  new  consolidated  four  (4)  per  cent,  bonds  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  which  said  amount  so  deposited  shall  be  increased  as  the 
rental  agreed  to  be  paid  increases  in  the  same  proportion,  with  power 
in  the  party  of  the  second  part,  however,  to  collect  and  use  the  interest 
accruing  thereon  as  the  same  may  become  due.  The  said  deposit  shall 
be  and  remain  during  the  said  term  as  a  security  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance by  the  party  of  the  second  part  of  all  the  covenants  and  agree- 
ments herein  contained  by  it  to  be  performed,  and  whensoever  it  shall 
be  ascertained  by  the  judgment  of  any  Court  of  this  State,  or  of  the 
United  States,  that  damage  has  accrued  to  the  party  of  the  first  part, 
by  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  comply  wiih 
the  said  covenants  and  agreements  or  any  of  them,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  depositary,  upon  notification  thereof,  to  forthwith  sell  a  suffi- 
ciency of  said  bonds  wherewith  to  pay  and  satisfy  such  judgment,  and 
in  such  case,  if  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  fail  for  the  period 
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of  sixty  (60)  days  to  replace  on  deposit  the  bonds  so  sold,  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  power  to  declare  this 
lease  forfeited,  and  to  re-enter  upon  the  said  Railroad  and  property, 
and  to  repossess  the  party  of  the  first  part  of  the  same.  Provided,  hoiv- 
ever,  that  nothing  in  this  paragraph  contained,  shall  prevent  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  from  declaring  a  forfeiture  in 
any  case  where  the  same  is  provided  for  in  this  lease,  without  awaiting 
such  judgment,  but  such  declaration  if  made  for  reasons  insufficient  in 
law,  shall  not  be  binding  upon  the  party  of  the  second  part.  But  it  is 
especially  covenanted  and  agreed  that  if  the  party  of  the  second  part 
shall  fail  for  the  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  after  any  instalment  of  rent 
money  shall  fall  due,  to  pay  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
depositary,  upon  notification  by  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  that  such  failure  has  taken  place,  to  forth- 
with sell  enough  of  said  bonds  to  pay  said  rent  money,  and  in  such 
case,  if  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  fail  for  the  period  of  sixty  (60) 
days  to  replace  on  deposit  the  bonds  so  sold,  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  power  to  declare  this  lease  forfeit- 
ed and  to  re-enter  upon  the  said  Railroad  and  property  and  to  repossess 
the  party  of  the  first  part  of  the  same. 

XI.  That  it  is  hereby  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  that  in  case  it  shall  fail  in  any  substantial  respect  to 
keep  and  perform  any  of  the  covenants  and  agreements  herein  contain- 
ed, by  it  to  be  performed,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  party  of  the 
first  part  shall  have  power  to  declare  this  lease  forfeited,  but  in  case 
such  declaration  shall  be  made  for  reasons  insufficient  in  law  it  shall 
not  be  binding  upon  the  party  of  the  second  part. 

XII.  That  it  is  hereby  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  the  party 
of  the  second  part,  that  during  the  existence  of  this  lease,  the  charges 
for  the  transportation  of  freights  and  passengers  shall  never  exceed 
those  now  in  force,  the  value  thereof  always  to  be  estimated  in  gold. 

XIII.  That  it  is  hereby  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  that  during  the  term  of  this  lease,  it  will  at  its  own  cost 
and  expense  keep  up  and  continue  its  organization,  and  also  at  all  times 
when  thereunto  reasonably  required  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  to 
do  and  perform  all  such  reasonable  acts,  matters  and  things  as  may  be 
proper  for  the  due  protection,  preservation  and  enjoyment  of  the  prop- 
erty hereby  demised,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the  true  intent  and  mean- 
ing of  this  instrument  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  done  consistently  with 
the  rights  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  in  default  thereof  the 
same  may  be  done  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  at  the  expense  of 
the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  in  so  doing  the  party  of  the  second  part 
may  use  the  name,  power  and  authority  of  the  party  of  the  first  part. 
And  the  party  of  the  first  part  further  covenants  and  agrees  to  use  the 
rental  aforesaid  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes  following,  to- wit: 
First,  to  maintain  the  organization  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  and 
pay  the  taxes  upon  the  property  hereby  demised.  Second,  to  pay  the 
interest  upon  the  bonded  and  other  indebtedness.    Third,  to  pay  and 
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discharge  the  principal  of  said  indebtedness,  and  until  said  indebted- 
ness shall  have  been  extinguished,  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  not 
declare  or  pay  any  dividend  upon  its  stock. 

XIV.  Immediately  upon  the  execution  of  this  instrument,  a  fair 
valuation  and  inventory  shall  be  made  of  said  Railroad  and  the  proper- 
ty hereby  demised,  said  valuation  and  inventory  to  be  made  by  two 
experts,  (one  to  be  selected  by  the  party  of  the  first  part  and  the  other 
by  the  party  of  the  second  part)  who  shall  in  case  of  disagreement  se- 
lect an  umpire.  The  said  valuation  and  inventory  shall  be  made  in 
duplicate,  one  copy  for  each  of  the  parties  hereto,  and  annually  there- 
after in  the  first  week  in  May  of  each  year  a  like  valuation  and  inven- 
tory shall  be  made  by  experts  chosen  as  aforesaid.  Such  experts  to 
travel  over  the  entire  length  of  said  Railroad  at  least  twice  in  each  year 
to  inspect  the  condition  of  the  same,  and  also  of  the  rolling  stock,  and 
if  the  said  experts,  or  in  case  of  a  difference  between  them,  one  of  them 
and  the  umpire  shall  report  any  repairs  necessary  to  make  said  Rail- 
road and  its  property  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  lease,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  make  the  required  re- 
pairs within  a  reasonable  time  to  be  fixed  by  the  experts;  and  in  case 
of  failure  to  do  so,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  party  of  the  first  part 
to  declare  a  forfeiture  of  this  lease.  Said  experts  shall  also  report  any 
dereliction  of  duty  or  other  violation  of  this  contract  on  the  part  of  the 
party  of  the  second  part,  in  which  event,  notice  shall  be  given  to  said 
party  of  the  second  part  to  proceed  to  comply  with  requirements  within 
the  reasonable  time  to  be  fixed  as  aforesaid,  and  if  the  party  of  the 
second  part  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  requirements  as  aforesaid,  it 
shall  in  like  manner  be  competent  for  the  party  of  the  first  part  to  de- 
clare this  lease  forfeited.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  lease  by  limit- 
ation or  otherwise  a  like  valuation  and  inventory  of  said  Railroad  and 
property  shall  be  made  by  experts  chosen  as  aforesaid,  said  inventory 
to  be  made  in  duplicate,  one  copy  for  each  of  the  parties  hereto. 

XV.  That  it  is  hereby  further  covenanted  and  agreed,  that  upon  the 
termination  of  this  lease,  by  limitation  or  otherwise,  the  party  of  the 
second  part  shall  be  at  liberty  to  remove,  sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of, 
as  its  own,  any  and  all  property  and  improvements  upon  the  Railroad  and 
property  hereby  demised,  not  included  in  the  inventory  to  be  made 
upon  the  execution  of  this  instrument,  and  which  the  party  of  the 
second  part  has  covenanted  to  maintain  in  as  good  condition  as  at  the 
date  hereof;  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  remove,  sell  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  its  said  property  and  improvements  within  four  months  after 
the  termination  of  this  lease;  Provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  authorize  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  remove  any  property 
other  than  rolling  stock,  or  property  not  belonging  to  the  superstructure 
or  buildings  of  said  Road — and  that  such  removal  shall  not  be  made 
until  after  the  return  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  of  all  its  property 
mentioned  as  aforesaid. 

XVI.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  lease,  by  limitation  or  otherwise, 
the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  entitled  only  to  the  rent  due  at  that 
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time,  and  upon  the  payment  of  the  rent  so  due,  the  bonds  deposited  as 
as  aforesaid  to  secure  the  payment  of  said  rent  shall  at  once  be  subject 
to  the  order  of  the  party  of  the  second  part. 

XVII.  The  party  of  the  second  part,  and  its  successors,  shall  at  all 
times  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease  havcthe  exclusive  right  to 
manage  and  control  the  said  Railroad,  and  all  property,  appurtenances 
and  premises,  rights  and  privileges,  hereinbefore  demised;  and  to  reg- 
ulate and  determine  the  tariff  for  passengers  and  freights;  and  the 
charges  for  all  transportation  ovpr  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  Rail- 
road; and  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  collect  and  charge  all  the 
passage  money,  rents,  tolls  and  freights,  and  to  appropriate  the  same 
to  its  use,  and  shall  have,  use  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  powers  and  au- 
thority aforesaid,  and  all  other  corporate  powers  and  privileges  which 
can  be  lawfully  exercised  and  enjoyed  on  or  about  said  Railroad  or 
premises  as  fully  as  the  same  could  have  been  used  and  enjoyed  by  the 
party  of  the  first  part  if  this  instrument  had  not  been  made,  and  as 
exclusively  and  amply  as  the  party  of  the  first  part  has  or  shall  have 
authority  by  law  to  grant  the  same,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  the  re- 
strictions and  regulations  imposed  by  law.

I.  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  in  consideration  of  the  covenants 
and  agreements  to  be  performed  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  which 
are  hereinafter  mentioned,  has  demised  and  leased  unto  the  party  of 
the  second  part  the  entire  Railroad  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  extend- 
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ing  from  its  terminus  on  Beaufort  Harbor,  North  Carolina,  to  its  termi- 
nus in  the  town  of  Goldsboro.  being  in  length  ninety-eight  (98)  miles  or 
thereabouts,  together  with  all  the  property  of  every  kind  whatsoever,

North  Carolina,  which  said  amount  so  deposited  shall  be  increased  as 
the  rental  agreed  to  be  paid  increases  in  the  same  proportion, 
with  power  in  the  party  of  the  second  part,  however,  to  collect  and 
use  the  interest  accruing  thereon  as  the  same  may  beeome  due. 
The  said  deposit  shall  be  and  remain  during  the  said  term  as  a  security 
for  the  faithful  performance  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  of  all  the 
covenants  and  agreements  herein  contaiued  by  it  to  be  performed,  ex- 
cept the  contract  of  extension  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  whenso-

ever  it  shall  be  ascertained  by  the  judgment  of  any  court  of  the  State, 
or  of  the  United  States,  that  damage  accrued  to  the  party  of  the  first 
part,  by  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  comply 
with  the  said  covenants  and  agreements,  or  any  of  them,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  depository,  upon  notification  thereof,  to  forthwith 
sell  a  sufficiency  of  said  bonds  wherewith  to  pay  and  satisfy  such  judg- 
ment, and  in  such  case,  if  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  fail 
for  the  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  to  replace  in  deposit  the  bonds  so  sold, 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  power 
to  declare  this  lease  forfeited,  and  to  re-enter  upon  the  said  Railroad 
and  property,  and  to  re-possess  the  party  of  the  first  part  of  the  same: 
Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  paragraph  contained,  shall 
prevent  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  from  de- 
claring a  forfeiture  in  any  case  where  the  same  is  provided  for  in  this 
lease,  without  awaiting  such  judgment,  but  such  declaration  if  made 
for  reasons  insufficient  in  law,  shall  not  be  binding  upon  the  party  of 
the  second  part.  But  it  is  especially  covenanted  and  agreed  that  if  the 
party  of  the  second  part  shall  fail  for  the  period  of  sixty  (60 1  days  after 
any  installment  of  rent  money  shall  fall  due,  to  pay  the  same,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  depository,  upon  notification  by  the  President 
and  Board  of  Directors  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  that  such  failure 
has  taken  place,  to  forthwith  sell  enough  of  said  bonds  to  pay  said  rent 
money,  and  in  such  case,  if  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  fail  for 
the  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  to  replace  on  deposit  the  bonds  so  sold,  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  power  to  de- 
clare this  lease  forfeited,  and  to  re-enter  upon  the  said  Railroad  and 
property  and  to  repossess  the  party  of  the  first  part  of  the  same. 

XI.  That  it  is  hereby  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  the  party 
of  the  second  part,  that  in  case  it  shall  fail  in  any  substantial  respect 
to  keep  and  perform  any  of  the  covenants  and  agreements  herein  con- 
tained, by  it  to  be  performed,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  party  of 
the  first  part  shall  have  power  to  declare  this  lease  forfeited,  but  in 
case  such  declaration  shall  be  made  for  reasons  insufficient  in  law,  it 
shall  not  be  binding  upon  the  party  of  the  second  part. 

XII.  That  it  is  hereby  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  the  party 
of  the  second  part,  that  during  the  existence  of  this  lease,  the  charge 
for  the  transportation  of  freights  and  prssengers  shall  never  exceed 
those  now  in  force,  the  value  thereof  always  to  be  estimated  in  gold. 

XIII.  That  it  is  hereby  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  that  during  the  term  of  this  lease,  it  will  at  its  own 
cost  and  expense  keep  up  and  continue  its  organization,  and  also  at  all 
times  when  thereunto  reasonably  required  by  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  to  do  and  perform  all  such  reasonable  acts,  matters  and  things  as 
may  be  proper  for  the  due  protection,  preservation  and  enjoyment  of 
the  property  hereby  demised,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  this  instrument,  as  far  as  the  same  may  be  done  con- 
sistently with  the  rights  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  in  de- 
fault thereof  the  same  may  be  done    by  the  party  of  the  second  part  at 
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the  expense  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  in  so  doing  the  party  of 
the  second  part  may  use  the  name,  power  and  authority  of  the  party 
of  the  first  part.  And  the  party  of  the  first  part  further  covenants  and 
agrees  to  use  the  rental  aforesaid  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes 
following,  to-wit:  First,  to  maintain  the  organization  of  the  party  of 
the  first  part  and  pay  the  taxes  upon  the  property  hereby  demised. 
Second,  to  pay  the  interest  upon  the  bonded  and  other  indebtedness. 
Third,  to  pay  and  discharge  the  principal  of  said  indebtedness,  and  until 
said  indebtedness  shall  have  been  extinguished,  the  party  of  the  first 
part  shall  not  declare  or  pay  any  dividend  upon  its  stock. 

XIV.  Immediately  upon  the  execution  of  this  lease,  a  fair  valuation 
and  inventory  shall  be  made  of  said  Railroad  and  the  property  hereby 
demised,  said  valuation  and  inventory  to  be  made  by  two  experts  (one 
to  be  selected  by  the  party  of  the  first  part  and  the  other  by  the  party 
of  the  second  part)  who  shall  in  case  of  disagreement  select  an  umpire. 
The  said  valuation  and  inventory  shall  be  made  in  duplicate,  one  copy 
for  each  of  the  parties  hereto,  and  annually  thereafter  in  the  first  week 
in  May  of  each  year  a  like  valuation  and  inventory  shall  be  made  by 
experts  chosen  as  aforesaid.  Such  experts  to  travel  over  the  entire 
length  of  said  Railroad  at  least  twice  in  each  year  to  inspect  the  con- 
dition of  the  same,  and  also  of  the  rolling  stock,  and  if  the  said  experts, 
or  in  case  of  a  difference  between  them,  one  of  them  and  the  umpire 
shall  report  anjr  repairs  necessary  to  make  said  Railroad  and  its  proper- 
ty conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  lease,  it  shall  be  duty  of  the 
party  of  the  second  part  to  make  the  required  repairs  within  a  reason- 
able time  to  be  fixed  by  the  experts;  and  in  case  of  failure  to  do  so,  it 
shall  be  competent  for  the  party  of  the  first  part  to  declare  a  forfeiture 
of  this  lease.  Said  experts  shall  also  report  any  dereliction  of  duty  or 
other  violation  of  this  contract  on  the  part  of  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  in  which  event,  notice  shall  be  given  to  said  party  of  the  second 
part  to  proceed  to  comply  with  requirements  within  the  reasonable  time 
to  be  fixed  as  aforesaid,  and  if  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  fail  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  in  like  manner  be  com- 
petent for  the  party  of  the  first  part  to  declare  this  lease  forfeited.  Upon 
the  termination  of  this  lease  by  limitation  or  otherwise,  a  like  valuation 
and  inventory  of  said  Railroad  and  property  shall  be  made  by  experts 
chosen  as  aforesaid,  said  inventory  to  be  made  in  duplicate,  one  copy  for 
each  of  the  parties  hereto. 

XV.  That  it  is  hereby  further  covenanted  and  agreed,  that  upon  the 
termination  of  this  lease,  by  limitation  or  otherwise,  the  party  of  the 
second  part  shall  be  at  liberty  to  remove,  sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of, 
as  its  own,  any  and  all  property  and  improvements  upon  the  Railroad 
and  property  hereby  demised,  not  included  in  the  inventory  to  be  made 
upon  the  execution  of  this  instrument,  and  which  the  party  of  the 
second  part  has  covenanted  to  maintain  in  as  good  condition  as  at  the 
date  hereof;  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  remove,  sell,  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  its  said  property  and  improvements  within  four  months  after 
the  termination  of  this  lease:  Provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
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shall  authorize  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  remove  any  property 
other  than  rolling  stock,  or  property  not  belonging  to  the  superstruc- 
ture or  building  of  said  Road;  and  that  such  removal  shall  not  be  made 
until  after  the  return  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  of  all  its  property 
mentioned  as  aforesaid. 

XVI.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  lease,  by  limitation  or  other- 
wise, the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  entitled  only  to  the  rent  due  at 
that  time,  and  upon  the  payment  of  the  rent  so  due  the  bonds  deposited 
as  aforesaid  to  secure  the  payment  of  said  rent  shall  at  once  be  subject 
to  the  order  of  the  party  of  the  second  part. 

XVII.  The  party  of  the  second  part,  and  its  successors,  shall  at  all 
times  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease  have  the  exclusive  right  to 
manage  and  control  the  said  Railroad,  and  all  property,  appurtenances 
and  premises,  rights  and  privileges  hereinbefore  demised;  and  to  regu- 
late and  determine  the  tariff  for  passengers  and  freights,  and  the 
charges  for  all  transportation  over  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  Rail- 
road, and  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  collect  and  charge  all  the 
passenger  money,  rents,  tolls  and  freights,  and  to  appropriate  the  same 
to  its  use,  and  shall  have,  use  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  powers  and 
authority  aforesaid,  and  all  the  corporate  powers  and  privileges  which 
can  be  lawfully  exercised  and  enjoyed  on  or  about  said  Railroad  or 
premises  as  fully  as  the  same  could  have  been  used  and  enjoyed  by  the 
party  of  the  first  part  if  this  instrument  had  not  been  made,  and  as 
exclusively  and  amply  as  the  party  of  the  first  part  has  or  shall  have 
authority  by  law  to  grant  the  same,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  the  re- 
strictions and  regulations  imposed  by  law. 

XVIII.  Whereas,  the  State  of  North  Carolina  owns  two-thirds  of 
the  capital  stock  of  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company 
and  three-fourths  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad 
Company,  and  whereas,  it  may  become  important  that  the  said  North 
Carolina  Railroad  Company,  when  the  term  of  its  lease  to  the  Richmond 
and  Danville  Railroad  Company  shall  expire,  to  have  equitable  and  re- 
ciprocal business  relations  with  the  Eastern  North  Carolina  Railroad 
Company,  lessee  of  the  said  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Railroad,  to 
furnish  it  with  an  outlet  to  water  during  the  term  of  its  said  lease: 
It  is  hereby  agreed  by  the  parties  to  this  agreement  that  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  lessee  aforesaid,  will  enter  into  a  contract  with  the 
said  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company  for  an  interchange  of  business 
in  the  transportation  of  freights  and  passengers  as  intimate,  so  the 
same  be  reciprocal,  as  the  said  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company  may 
desire;  provided  the  said  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company  shall  enter 
into  such  contract  within  ten  (10)  months  from  the  date  when  the 
possession  of  said  Road  and  property  shall  be  delivered  to  the  party  of 
the  second  part. 

XIX.  It  is  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  the  party  of  the  second 
part  that  it  will  during  said  term  operate  said  Atlantic  and  North  Caro- 
lina Railroad  and  the  extension  thereof  as  aforesaid  to  the  Cape  Fear 
and  Yadkin  Valley   Railroad   at  Fayelteville,    Sanford,  or  some  inter- 
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mediate  point  as  one  continuous  line  for  the  transportation  of  passen- 
gers and  freights  f  roni  Morehead  City  to  the  Junction  of  said  extension 
with  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley  Railroad  as  aforesaid.

Motion  lost.  Upon  this  motion  the  State's  proxy  asked 
to  explain  his  vote.  He  said  it  was  well  known  that  he 
had,  as  a  member  of  the  lease  committee,  insisted  that 
the  proposed  lessees  should  not  have  the  power  to  mort- 
gage the  lease.  He  still  seriously  objected  to  it,  but  as 
the  gentlemen  representing  the  Eastern  Syndicate  had 
stated  positively  to  the  committee  that  they  did  not  wish 
the  lease  without  the  privilege,  and  as  they  now  at  this 
moment  reasserted  the  same  thing,  he  should  vote  against 
the  motion.  He  would  do  a  vain  thing  if  he  should  act 
otherwise,  unless  he  had  made  up  his  mind  to  vote  against 
their  proposition  because  of  this  power,  which  he  had  not 
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done.  He  had  come  into  this  meeting  intending  to  vote 
against  this  proposition,  but  it  was  not  on  account  of  this 
clause.  It  was  because  it  failed  to  make  the  failure  to 
build  the  new  road  it  provides  for  a  cause  of  forfeiture. 
The  gentlemen  had  just  now  conceded  that  point  and  he 
should  vote  for  the  proposition  and  against  the  resolution.

We,  the  undersigned  stockholders  in  the  said  Atlantic  and  North 
Carolina  Railroad  Company,  do  most  solemnly  piotest  against  the  lease 
of  the  property  and  franchise  of  said  Company  or  any  part  thereof  to  the 
Eastern  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company  or  to  any  other  person  or  cor-

1st,  That  the  said  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company  has 
no  power  under  its  charter  to  lease  its  Road,  franchise  and  other  property 
to  any  person  or  corporation,  and  such  lease,  if  made,  will  be  "ultra  vires" 
and  void,  and  a  violation  of  the  charter  of  said  Company. 

2nd.  That  the  rent  proposed  to  be  paid  to  said  Company  for  the  lease 
of  its  Road,  franchise  and  other  property,  is  inadequate  to  the  value  of  the 
property,  and  the  lease  will  be  therefore  injurious  to  the  interest  of  the 
stockholders  of  the  said  Company.
